The first woodcut 
now known to the world appeared about 
1423, tiud nobody han the slightest idea 
who cut the block. The only existing 
impression was found pasted cm the in- 
side of the cover of ii manuscript iu the 
library of n MuaUfui convent, nnd is now 
in Earl Spencer's famous collection. But- 
according to Papillou, n French wood- 
engraver, and writer ou the subject, there 
were some blockn even older than this. 
They were cut, so his account runs, by 
two twins, Alexandra Alberic Ouuio and 
Isabella Cunio. The maiden is described 
as being surprisingly beautiful, talented 
and accomplished; at thirteen she under-

Latin 
and 
geometry,, 
wrote 


excellent verse, played upon several in- 
BtnimeutB. and had begun to design and 
paint with delicacy ami taste: while her 
brother, the eliivalrie Alberic, was of 
quite ravishing beauty", and one of the 
most charming youths in fourteeu-ceutury 
Italy. 
At fourteen he commanded a 


squadron of horse, in the wars, and dis- 
played extraordinary valor. 
After dis- 


tinguishing himself bydefeatmg two hun- 
dred of the foe, he returned to his amia- 
ble sister, and in conjunction with her 
designed and executed eight wonderful 
wood-blocks illustrating the progress of 
Alexander; 
On the completion of this 


remarkable series, he mice more ventured 
on the field of battle, being accompanied 
by the passionate lover of his beautiful 
sister. This brave action, however, proved 
fatal, for he was killed, mid his friend 
dangerously wounded while 
O.^ffinding 


him 
iu 
the midst of the enemy. 


This so affected the twm sister that she 
resolved never to marry, mid 
pining 


away in the approved style of mediievul 
romance, died at the interesting age of 
twenty. 
Thin is a pretty and effective 


story. 
The only fault about ii is that it 


isn't true. 
Papillon. the author of it, 


had an exuberant imagination, and latter 
day authorities ascribe it to flint peculi- 
arity rather than lo sober history. 
At 


all events there has been a nice little 
squabble about it between various writers 
ou the art of wood engraving; and us 110- 
body but Papillon ever saw the pictures, 
nor ever heard of them until lie published 
his 'Tmite' de la Gravure,1 and .is his 
proofs are of the most shadowy kind, it 
is generally believed in these dull days 
that the, whole story is a romantic myth 
of the middle ages.—[London Graphic.
